rope's Jubilee Collections. 

Rome, Fob. 22.— The Jubilee collections 
of Monday already received by tho Pope 
amount to 7,000,000 francs. Tho Austrian 
archdukes, the Archbishop of Prague and 
tho Archbishop of Hungary gavo 250,000 
francs each. The bishops of Auatro-Hun- 
gary sent 250,000 ; the nobility of Bohemiu 
sent 300,000 ; Mexican Catholica, 150,000 ; 
and South American Catholics 250,000. 
Several ollieiala at tho Vatican havo been 
arrested for having sold tickets of udmissiou 
to St. Pctor's on the occasion of the celebra- 
tion of Muss by tho Pope. The tickota 
wero sold in direct defiance o£ orders that 
admission should be freo. 

ISoiub Throwing AnnrclilHts. 

Rome, Feb. 22. — Twenty anarchists havo 
been arrested on ouspioion of having been 
implicated in causing dynamite explosions 
hero during last year. A bomb ready for 
use was found ia tho room of one of them. 

The Hula Vila Criminals, 

Palermo, Feb. 22.— The monster trial ot 
Mala Vita criminals closed on Monday, with 
tho sentencing of 101 persons to terms of 
imprisonment of between ouo year and six 
years. 

Btocbport still Conservative. 

LONDON, Feb. 22. — At the parliamentary 
election in Stockport to-day, to fill the seat 
left vacant by tho death of Louis J. Jen- 
nings, Conservative, Mr. Whiteley, Con- 
servative, received 5,2(31 votos, and Major 
Sharp Hume, Liberal, 4,709. 

The Floods Ended. 

Melbourne, Feb. 22. — The floods in 
Queensland have subsided, and telegraphic 
communication throughout the country has 
been resumed. 

1'rcntiltenl or French Senate. 

Pauls, Feb. 22, — Tho Republican mem- 
bers of the Scnato met to-day to select their 
candidate for tho Senate presidency, left 
vacant by the resignation of M. LeRoyer. 
Jules M. Ferry was chosen. Ho received 
S7 votes, M. Magnin 53 votes, M. Lacour 7 
votes, and M. Jules Simon 2 votes. 

The Itrlbed Deputies. 

PARIS, Fob. 22, — M. Andrieux,in a news- 
paper interview, denies that ho purposes 
publishing tho list of tho 101 bribed 
deputies, and warns tho public that many 
of the lists mentioned by others recently are 
Bpurious. 

A Revolutionary Propaganda. 

Paris, Feb. 22. — The police have seized 
several large parcels of revolutionary 
proclamations imported by local Anarchists 
from Loudon. 

Anarchist Efforts In Spuln. 

MADRID, Feb. 22.- — A strong force of tho 
civil guard has been ordered to Alcoy, 2-1 
northwest ol Alicante, with instructions to 
repress vigorously any attempt that may be 
niade by Anarchists to create a disturbance 
there. Tho Anarchists in the town havo 
posted a number of placards inciting work- 
ingmen to rise and prociaim a Hocial revolu- 
tion, but it is thought that oven wore the 
workingmen, disposed to riso against author- 
ity, tho prompt action of tho Government 
will prevent any overt action. 

1'atal Shooting Airrjiy. 

DUBLIN, Feb. 22. — A crowd annoyed a 
dancing party in Scarva, County Down, last 
evening. Several shota were tired by tho 
dancers and four of the crowd wero 
wounded. Two men have been arrested. 

Great Faith, 

London, Feb. 22.— Trayers against the 
lfoirio Rule bill aro being offered in all the 
Protestant churches of tho Diocese of Down 
in Ulster. 

The Cholera Bacilli. 

Berlin, Feb. 22. — During the discussion 
in the Reichstag to-day of tho estimates of 
the Board of Health, Dr. vou Bootticher, 
secretary of the Imperial Home Office, said 
that medical examination had shown that 
cholora bacilli do not livo long in buried 
corpses, tho earth acting ua a filter. Tho 
question of cremation, he auid, was not 
within tho scope of the Reichstag. 

THE FA PAL* RECEPTION. 

His Holiness Presented With Congratulations 
from the French President nnd Others. 

Rome, Fob. 22.— As tho Pope ia still 
Buffering from a cold, the reception of tho 
pilgrima from Hungary, Uruguay and tho 
Argentine, which was to have taken place 
to-day, was postponed Indefinitely. Hia 
Holiness received, however, Comto do 
liehaine, French ambassador at the Vatican, 
who presented u letter of congratulations 
and two Sevres vases from President Cur- 
uot. Tho letter was countersigned by M. 
Develle, French Minister of Foreign affairs, 
and expressed tho President's beat wishes 
for the health and long life of tho Popo. In 
replying to Comto de Pennine's oral con- 
gratulations: the Pope spoke of his sincere 
desiro for tho prosperity of Franco and the 
continuance of the present cordial relations 
between the Republic and the Vatican. 

ULSTER EXCITED. 

The Orange Societies Preparing: For a Forcible 
Resistance to a Home Hide 
Parliament. 

London, Fob. 22.— It is reported from 
Belfast that the Orange societies in the 
North of Ireland are preparing for forcible 
resistance to a Home Rule Parliament, 
should ono be established. It is being ar- 
ranged that all the Irish opponents of Home 
Rule shall simultaneously withdraw their 
deposits from the Post Otlico Savings banks 
1 and purchase arms to be used in case phys- 



ical forco ahould bo found necesaary to pre- 
vent tho eatabliahment of Irish Homo Rule 
in Ulstor. Inquiries aro already boing mudo 
with a viow to making contracts for a sup- 
ply of tho latest improved weapons, und 
an Orango club at Dungannon has received 
an offer from a Birmingham factory of 
1,000 Martini-Henri rifles. Kxcitoment is 
running very high among tho Ulster loyal 
party, and many of them declaro that, in 
the ovent of tho ouactment of a Homo 
Rule bill, civil war will inevitably ensue. 

LOYAL TO THE KAISER. 

A Deputation of the Central Agricultural 
Association Received by tho 
Emperor William. 

Berlin, Fob. 22. — The Emperor received 
this afternoon a doputation from tho Cen- 
tral Agricultural Association of tho Pro- 
vinces. Count liotho Zu Eulenberg, Prus- 
sian Minister, and Horr von Heyden, Min- 
ister of Agriculture, were present. After 
Her von liuelow had introduced tho depu- 
tation and stated briefly their wishes, 
the Emperor said that ho waa eapeciullly 
gratified by tho action of tho asso- 
ciation in bringing their complaints 
directly to tho father of their country 
(Landesvater). Ho never would rest con- 
tent until ho had got tho provincial courts 
in proper working order so that justice 
would bo practically and expeditiously ad- 
ministered. Ho especially desired to re- 
lievo the agricultural landowners of tho 
cares and the difficulties which surround 
their occupation, but ho felt that many 
methods, popularly approved for the attain- 
ment of this end, only obscured the govern- 
ment and retarded progress toward 
it. In tho first placo tho pre- 
servation of tho peace was a necessary 
condition of all agricultural progress. 
Tho agrarian party might assist materially 
in maintaining the peaco by voting for the 
military bill now before tho Reichstag. 
Agriculture waa a pillar of tho Empire, and 
it would ever bo his duty and pleasure to 
uphold and strengthen this pillar. In re- 
turn he hoped tho agricultural party would 
give in tho future, as in the past, constant 
evidence of their loyalty to the throne. Ilia 
unshaken belief was that the agricultural 
classcB would show themselves faithful to 
both Emperor and Empire. 

PANAMA MATTERS. 

Important Decision (liven as to Further In- 
vestigations-M. Eiffel 111. 

Paris, Feb. 22. — M. Franquovillo, exam- 
ining magistrate in the Panama case, ques- 
tioned M. Vanilla and another contractor 
to-day concerning tho sums received by 
them from tho Canal company. Subse- 
quently he visited tho Procurour General 
und conferred with him for half an hour. 
It is reported that an important de- 
cision as to pressing tho investigation 
waa made. While M. Franquovillo was 
with tho Procureur-Genoral, Charles de 
Lesseps, who was committed to the Assizes 
on February 7 by tho Judicial chamber for 
having bribed public functionaries, was 
taken to the Palais do Justico for further 
examination. In consequence of M. Fran- 
queville's continued absence, his examina- 
tion was postponed, und M. do Lesseps was 
taken back to prison. M. Eiffel has been 
ill for the last three days. To-day ho has 
been confined to his bed. 



SILVER AT PAR. 

The Standard's Opinion as to the Attitude of 
President Harrison. 

London, Feb, 22.— The Standard in a 
leader on tho silver question in tho United 
States, this morning, compares President 
Harrison's attitude with that of Nero fid- 
dling while Rome burned, and sug- 
gests ironically that tho Americans 
must bo proud of their chief 
magistrate. Anything more hopeless 
than hia ubility to grasp tho situation," 
continues the Standard, " cannot be con- 
ceived. It seems that thero must bo a 
severe shock in America beforo tho people 
will show themselves wiser than their 
rulers and stop the creation of silver coin 
certificates circulated as money of full 
value." 



THE ARBITRATION. 

Secretary of State Foster Hesifrns From the 
. Cabinet and Leaves for Paris 
Saturday. 

WASHINGTON, Fob. 22.— Soerotary John 
Foster will to-morrow rotiro from Presi- 
dent Harrison's cabinet and from tho ad- 
mlaisUatiori of foreign affairs for tho pur- 
poso of assuming the active directorship and 
management of the caso of tho United 
States before the international tribunal 
which is to assemble in Paris to-morrow, 
for the arbitration of tho questions in con- 
troversy between the United States 
und Great Britain in connection with 
tho sealing industries of Bohring 
Sea. Tho meeting of tho tribunal 
to-morrow will bo purely informal, however, 
an arrangement having been made that the 
case shall bo formally presented at a subse- 
quent meeting to bo held on March 2!i. 
Secrotary Foster will leave to-morrow after- 
noon for New York, whence ho will sail on 
Saturday on the ss. New York for South- 
ampton, proceeding thence to Paris. Ho 
will be accompanied from New York by 
Senator Morgan, ono of tho arbitrators ; 
Judge Blodget, ono of tho American counsel, 
will also sail from New York on Saturday, 
on the Normandiu. 



WASHINGTON'S BIRTHDAY. 

His Farewell Address Read in tho United States 
Senate. 

Washington, Feb. 22.— To-day's session 
of the Senate was prefaced by tho reading 
of Georgo Washington's farewell address. 
This appropriate commemoration of the 
birthday of tho Father of his Country was 
introduced live years ago, through a reso- 
lution offered by Mr. Hoar (Republican, 
Mass.,), and on that occasion the address 
was read by Mr. Ingalls, who was then 
president of tho Senate pro tern. To-day, 
under a like resolution offered by Mr. Hoar, 
it was read by Senator Mandoreon, of Ne- 
braska, who holds the same office. Mr. Man- 
derson is a good elocutionist and hia reading 
had a close and respectful attention on tho 
part of the senators and visitors in tho gal- 
leries.) 



CAPITAL NOTES. 



British Columbia Members Lay the 
Claims of the Province Before 
the Government. 



Continuation ol" the Budget Debate— 
The Export Duty on Logs 
-Tariff Reform. 



(From our own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Fob, 22.— Mr. Barnard arrived 
this morning in time to accompany Messrs, 
Eurle, Maru, Prior, and Corbould to wait 
on Sir John Thompson and Hon. Mr- Fos- 
ter, when thoy made a formal presentation 
of British Columbia's claims for a fuir share 
of tho appropriations of public money. 
They afiked for improved poatal service 
to the northerly parts of tho Pro- 
vince, particularly to the Naaa and 
Skeena riverB, subsidies to tho Na- 
kusp and Slocun and Chilliwack railways, 
and for a portion of tho Crow's Nost lino, 
the maintenance of tho Darcy Island lepers 
und tho erection of a new Post Office at 
Victoriu. Hon. Mr. Foster rather demurred 
at tho statement that British Columbia had 
not received a fair sharo of the public ex- 
penditure, and insisted, by tho census re- 
turns, that alio was being fairly treated. 
The deputation promptly pointed out that 
it was not the population but the revenue- 
producing capacity of tho Province which 
ahould bo tho standard in this matter. As- 
surances wero given that tho leper question 
should bo deulb with satisfactorily to tho 
deputation, and that tho other matters 
would bo carefully considered. 

A return brought down to day shows that 
certain ofiicers of the Kingston penitentiary 
have been in the habit of receiving coal and 
other supplies from tho institution. 

Mr. Churlton introduced a bill to-day to 
deprive tho Government of tho power to 
place an export duty on logs. 

Tho budget debuto is petering out, al- 
though possibly it will not finish this week. 

A remarkable featuro of to-day's discus- 
sion is the number of Conservatives advo- 
cating tariff reform. Mr. Calvin, Conserva- 
tive member for Frontenac, said he would 
support Sir Richard Cartwright's amend- 
ment, regretting that the Government only 
proposed to lop off the mouldering 
branches. 

Mr. McCarthy will not participate in the 
budget debate, being precluded by tho 
House rules from moving any further 
amendments. 



in England heretofore has been kopt 
secret, but Davies, aftor repeated re- 
quests, consented to permit a corres- 
pondent to have an interview with the 
princess at his residence, callod San- 
down Hesketh Park, Southport, whore 
tho young lady was residing, Davies is 
the principal British merchant connected 
with tho Hawaiian Islands, und is said to be 
a strong supportor of British interests in 
Hawaii.

She 
timidly oxpressod tho hopo that she might 
gain the sympathy of tho American people. 



HAWAII'S DESTINY. 



Paul Neumann Said to Be Prepared to 
Accept an American Pro- 
tectorate. 

An Earnest Effort at Washington 
to Defeat the Annexa- 
tion Treaty. 



. Washington, Feb. 22. — Secretary of 
State Foster sent to-day to the chairman 
of the Committee on Foreign Relations, for 
the information of tho Senate, tho state- 
ment which Mr. Paul Neumann left r.t the 
Department yesterday, accompanied by a 
report of the interview held with the Sec- 
retary. From tho latter it appears that 
tho object of Mr. Neumann's visit to Wash- 
ington is to secure the restoration of Queen 
Liliuokalani to the throne under an Ameri- 
can protectorate. He does not adviso her 
restoration under any other circumstances. 
If the Congress of tho United States shall 
not deem a protectorate feasible, he wonld 
then favor annexation, with a liberal allow- 
ance for tho Queen and Princess Kiuulani, 
but ho strongly objects to tho continuance 
of the present provisional government in 
power. 

WASHINGTON City, Feb. 21. — The charac- 
ter of the fight developed against the 
Hawaiian treaty has caused its friends con- 
siderable uneuRiuess, and tho understanding 
is that they intond to make an attempt to 
hasten it through, aa tho opposition is gain- 
ing strength. Senator Allison is counted 
among the opponents of the treaty, und 
those who are lighting it say to-day that it 
will be impossible to get a two-thirds vote 
for it in tho senate. Springer, of Illinois, 
and other members proposed to get. a resolu- 
tion through tho House to ascertain why 
the treaty, which will Involve the govern- 
ment in expenditures and require tho rais- 
ing of revenues, is submitted to tho senate 
without being submitted to the House also. 
The effort to defeat tho treaty is an 
earnest ono. 

New York, Feb. 22.— Prince David Ka- 
wananako returned to Washington yester- 
day.

We hope, however, that the settlement of 
tho annexation problem will bo post- 
poned until after he is inaugur- 
ated and that a commission may 
bo chosen to visit tho Islands 
and ascertain exactly tho sentiment of 
the natives aa between annexation, a 
protectorate or what not. Then the 
Government can act intelligently and 
justico bo dono tho Queen and her sub- 
jects. Aa it ia the statements of Thurs- 
ton and other men who aro concerned 
in tho revolution aro all that President 
Harrison has had to guide him in recom- 
mending annexation. I have not hourd 
from Newmann, Binco my arrival here, but 
take it for granted that the senate has not 
acted finally upon the treaty, or we should 
have been informed of it. If nothing bus 
been dono before adjournment, I will feel 
happy."

WANT A WAGON ROAD. 

Messrs. Buchanan and Green Down From 
Kaslo to Attend to the Natter. 

Messrs. G. 0. Buchanan and R. F. Green, 
who possess extensive interests in the vicin- 
ity of Kaslo, arrived down from that region 
yesterday. They aro visiting Victoria in 
tho interest of the people of Kaolo for tho 
.purposo of laying before tho Government 
the necessity of completing and putting in- 
to good condition tho wagon road between 
Kaslo and Cody Creek, a distance of about 
thirty miles. This road is finished for 
twonty miles, but will require repairing in 
the spring. 

"This road," says Mr. Buchanan, " will 
•open up tho most valuable mining centres 
of tho country around Kaslo. The road 
will need to bo so built that heavy ore 
wagons can uso it continuously. Messrs. 
Perry, Gray & Davis, the engineers of tho 
road, havo done their work so well that no- 
where on the road is the grade over three 
per cent, in tho direction the ore must go. 

" We havo lately received reports from 
tho Washington, Blue liird, Jackson, Great 
Western, Mountain Chief and Ahuno mines, 
and they aro all doing very well indeed. 
Supplies aro being sent in to the Noble Five 
mines which will run them until next 
August. 

"All tho building possible, considering 
the weather, was done in KubIo last winter, 
and many aro only awaiting a milder season 
to do far more. The Buchanan saw mill 
ran all winter and expects to turn out be- 
tween 5,000,000 and 10,000,000 feet of lum- 
ber noxt season to supply the demand. 
Generally tho winter soaBon bus been good 
.and business men have no cause to comply in. 

"Tho Pilot Hay smelter will handle all 
tho homo oro that can bo sent to it and the 
cry that tho ores will go to the United 
States is foolish, when wo consider that we 
have ut our doors tho best equipped smelter 
in the Dominion. 

" We met Capt. Troup, of tho Columbia 
& Kootenay Navigation Co., who reported 
that at Bonner's Ferry an American com- 
pany have secured the steamer Spokane and 
are remodelling her by adding .'SO feet to her 
length. She will run on tho Kootenay 
river. This will make one boat per day on 
the river. Another company ure building a 
passenger boat tor the same purpose. The 
mail system during the winter has been 
very irregular. Contracts should have been 
let to cover the increased winter cost ; mail 
in now coming in by Bonner's Ferry. 

" Falling silver markets are closiug down 
low grade silver mines in tho United States, 
and those interested in them are turning 
toward tho high grado camps of British 
Columbia. 

" Somo gold quart/, claims have been dis- 
covered assaying $700 pur ton. Thoy will 
bo oponcd in tho spring. 

" Tho Kaslo people need a jail. The ab- 
sence of ono is very inconvenient to thoBo 
entrusted with tho administration of the 
law. 

" There is ft movement on foot to incor- 
porate Kaslo and Nelson, and wo need very 
much a land titles registry ollicc— that is 
about as complete a summary of the newo 
in our quarter as I can give at present."

A VERY BARD CASE. 

To the Editor :— Here is a very hard 
case which I think worthy of your atten- 
tion : 

A Mr. C. Beau, witli his wife and family, 
left tho neighborhood of Tucoma on the 
20th inst. because times were dull there, 
and ho hoped to mako a home for his chil- 
dren in British Columbia. For many years 
back Beau has had bad luck. His wife has 
had seven years of ill health, and, owing to 
his master's inability to pay, he tolls us 
that he has lost his last year's wages. 
Beau, I should say, is a farm laborer, -who 
means to make « amall home for himself 011 
Salt Spring. On February 20 ho shipped 
from Tacoma on tho City of Kingston, with 
his wife, three children and his farm stock, 
consisting of one valuable cow in calf and 
forty-seven fowls — not much, but this man's 
all. 

Ou embarking at Tacomn he was charged 
fifty cents for (so thoy told him) customs 
dues on the cow for crossing the line. He 
paid this and holds a receipt for it. Neither 
then nor previously was he warned of 
the quarantino difficulties ahead of him. 
It was not until ho reached Seattle that ho 
was informed that his cow would be detain- 
ed for 90 days in quarantine on arrival at 
Victoria. The only apology made to him 
by the officials when ho suggested that they 
might have told him this at Tacoma was 
that " they had forgotten." 

Tho result of this forgetting to Beau was 
that at Victoria ho could get no help ; the 
steamship officials vanished into town, und 
as ho could not afford to keep his family in 
a hotel and pay fifty cents a day for his 
cow's keep for three months he had to loavo 
his cow where it was and come on without it. 

Beau has no friends in Victoria and no 
one to guard his interests. What will be- 
come of his cow ho has no idea. Ho is a 
French Canadian from the Three Rivers 
district, speaking English but imperfectly. 
Ho can't help himself, and the cow is half a 
livelihood to this little family. If you can 
do anything for him in tho way of raising a 
small subscription to pay for his cow's keep 
and pay tho expense of sending it on to him 
I shall bo glad to subscribe a couple of dol- 
lars towards it. Perhaps if tho Alaska & 
Puget Sound Co. had their attention called 
to this case they might do something for 
Beau, us although they may be under no 
legal obligation to warn sucli a passenger of 
tho troubles ahead of him, it seems to me 
that their moral obligation to do so is very 
evident.

Eggs aro scarce, and havo accordingly 
run up in prico, Fresh average 50c. per 
dozen, and even at this tiguro are hard to 
get. Cased eggs are from 5c. to 10c. per 
dozen higher than last week. 

BACON (American) of fine quality is com- 
ing in freely. Good rolled 6ellB at Kic. per 
lb. ; shoulders, 18c. to 20o. por lb. 

Meats continue at ordinary prices, and 
show rather an upward tendonoy in 
consequence of the heavy losses of cattle 
and sheep by reason of tho recent severe 
weather.

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THE GOVERNMENT POLICY

In the courso of his Budget speech Hon. 
G. E. Foster made the following interesting 
und important statements : 

THE COAL OIL DUTIES. 

Representations have been made to the 
Government with reference to oils. We 
have hud a debate in the Houso on this 
industry. Hon. gentlemen on both sides 
of the House have taken diverse positions 
hi regard to it. No fair or reasonable man 
on either sido who 1ms looked into the case 
can como to other conclusion than that it is 
a difficult question to decide. (Hear, hear.) 
Since ISO'S it was particularly a pet industry 
of all governments so far us protection war, 
concerned. It enjoyed the favor of govern- 
ments in this regard before 1S73, and it was 
kindly cared for by the government from 
1874 to 1S7Q. 

Sir Richard Cartwright— " I bog your 
pardon." 

Mr. Foster— Prom 1980 to the present 
time it has been equally favored largely on 
account of its being a looil industry, and, 
therefore, appealing to the sentiment of the 
Canadian people. (Cheers.) So far, there- 
fore, we are culled on to conserve that in- 
dustry and the peoplo who individually 
have carried it on and to-duy ure carrying 
it on. On the other side there is the con- 
sumer, who does not look at an industry 
from this standpoint, but from his own. 
They ask that the oil should be reduced in 
price, and to accomplish this they ask that 
the protection should be removed to bring 
about theso reductions. I am not going in- 
to a discussion on tho subject, nor to enter 
into its merits, which ought to bo fully well 
understood, but I am simply going to say 
what the Government intends doing. 
(Hear, hear.) There is a straight protec- 
tion un oil, which is 7^0 per imperial gal- 
lon, equivalent to the six cents per wine 
gallon beforo the 7^0 was made. There is 
besides this condition imposed upon the 
trails in transit, which affordn the protect- 
ing of that industry to a largo extent, pos- 
sibly to two or three cents per gallon, from 
the fact that transport is limited to ceitaiu 
vessels subject to inspection. It is now pro- 
posed by tiie Government that tho trans- 
port shall be made free und that the 
straight duty shall remain for tho present 
as it is. (Hear, hear. ) In that way the 
abnormal and high protection will be with- 
drawn and tho transport made free, while 
at the same time a large, I acknowledge a 
large protection, and I hope a sufficient 
protection, be left tho industry in order tc 
conserve it for the present at least. One 
other question has [been pressed upon tho 
Government, 

THAT OK HINDER TWINE, 

by the farming classes of the community. 
The question has been debated in the 
House. Tho protection upon it in the 
United States is, I think, about 7-10 cents 
per pound. In this country the protection 
upon it at present is 25 per cent. They 
have disadvantages in this country in sever- 
al ways, more particularly in regard to 
their late harvests, and the fact that after 
the harvests in the United States are in tho 
Americans find time to come into this coun- 
try und get tho benefit of our crops in dis- 
posing of their binder twine. It is not, 
therefore, the intention of the Government 
to take away the duty on binding twine en- 
tirely. The manufacture of this article is 
an industry in this country and gives 
employment to several hundreds of 
people. I huvo exumined into it 
und as fur as I can see it is not a 
foreign monopoly, however strong and bow- 
ever close may have been, or to what extent 
are the present relations between the two, 
but I am bound to say this, that everyone 
knows a monopoly exists on the other side 
of the line, and that this industry is carried 
on in Canada and gives employment to 
hundreds of people. What the Govern- 
ment proposes to do is, while granting a 
fairly reasonable relief to tho farmers and 
to those who use it, I do not think at the 
same time wo should take away a fairly 
reasonable protection from the manufactur- 
ers binder twine! I, therefore, propose, 
when tho House is in committee, to ask the 
consent of the House to reduce the duty on 
binding twine from 25 per cent, to 12K per 
cent. (Ministerial cheers and counter 
cheers.) 

MINIMI MACHINERY. 

One other question I desire to refer to, 
that is the duty on mining machinery. 
Three years ago we gave three years' free- 
dom to such classes of mining machinery as 
are not manufactured in Canada. That 
privilege expires in March this year. I 
propose to usk the Houso to extend that 
privilege for two years longer. (Cheers.) 
In the revision of next year we shall take 
this particular matter up, und it may be 
that it will be placed upon a different 
basis, but I hope not a more unfavorable 
basis. Now, as to 

WHAT THE GOVERNMENT PROPOSES TO DO. 

It proposes in tho first place to keep the 
old landmarks in shape. There has been 
much talk of lato about the old flag and 
the old policy. For tiie sake of various 
gentlemen I will give it a different 
name, and say that 1 believe it ami the 
House also believes it, as well as the 
rest of the country, that we should not lose 
sight of the old landmarks of this countiy 
in 1S7S, and which have remained with u, 
over since, I am not now going to further 
state what has been done by that policy in 
its principle and its application, faulty 
though in some respects that application 
may have been, because it was administered 
by human beings, but I am going to say 
this — that this is tho line by which we have 
marched on to our present prosperity, and 
that it is with the idea of keeping these 
landmarks in sight that we propose to make 
tho next step in the interests of this coun- 
try. (Loud cheers.) It is said by honor- 
able gentlemen opposite that the United 
States will have free trade in a few months 
possibly. Suppose it were so (I do not be- 
lieve it), and my honorable friend was to an- 
swerthe question how the CJnitedStatesgotto 
that position that they could throwtheirporta 
open aud d. fy tho competition of the world. 
(Hear, hear.) It came to that position not 
by a reasonable protection always, but oft- 
times a protection which was more than 
reasonable, but which had to be put on to 
develop its immense iron resources, its im- 
mense resources of every kind, gutting 
power, getting its market of seventy 
millions of people nearly, with its immense 
output that always gave advantage, reach- 
ing up to that point along the pathway of a 
strong protection. (Hear, hen.) The 
argument is not down to its conclusion 
when my lion friend, if ho wore able to say 
it, says tho Uuited States is going to have 
freo trade next yoar, therefore, Canada

We havo 
moro to do and 

FURTHER PROGRESS TO MAKE. 
(Hear, hear,) Wo havo yet further toiling 
along this same lino upon which, from 
1S78 to tho present time, we havo come to 
the degree of prosperity wo havo reached. 
My lion, friend baa somo criticism for tho 
Premier, who, in a speech at Toronto, spoke 
of the National policy as being wider than the 
tariff. It is wider than tho tariff. (Cheers.) 
We have always contended that it was, and 
the tariff giving a reasonable protection was 
simply ono part of the National policy, 
which was the policy adopted by this Gov- 
ernment firmly, strongly and unitedly in 
1S7S, but which the leaders had in view be- 
foro 1878, but which was put into fuller 
operation in that year. What was that 
National policy for Canada ? It was 
to amalgamate and weld together the 
different scattered parts of this country. 
(Cheers.) This was one branch. It had 
to open theso to settlement and to 
furnish transport on easy und quick terms. 
That was another branch of the policy. It 
was to build up the young industries of this 
country in order that tho development by 
this country of its resources might tako 
place ; in order that this country might be- 
como to a certain extent a manufacturing 
country, giving employment to its own 
peoplo, This was also a component part of 
the National policy. This National policy, 
drawn upon all these, lines, is what the Gov- 
ernment of this country stood upon in 1S7S, 
find it is that which it stands upon to-day, 
although a part of what was to ho done at 
that time has been very largely done, especi 
ally as to the amalgamation of our territories 
and opening up our mines and giving facili- 
ties for transportation. So, when wo be- 
believed in 1878 that reasonable protection 
upon industries would fairly develop them, 
it was tho only means we had of lifting the 
country out of the condition it was in in 
1878 and previously, and wo are not to for- 
get that on account of that policy great 
strides have been made in the advance along 
the lines of which I havo spoken. (Cheers.) 
So that tho Government takes tho peoplo of 
the country into its confidence, and says 
that it does 

NOT PROPOSE TO ABANDON THE PRINCIPLE 
of a fair and reasonable protection to the 
industries of this country. (Hear, hear 
and cheers.) Now, as I said before, the 
Government takes it3 ground on the line 
that all classes should bear proportionately 
and equally tho burden, and if, in the 
course of the investigation which ia now 
taking place, and which will be continued 
for some further time, it is found that the 
burdens press unduly upon any class or sec- 
tions of the country, it will bo the hounden 
duty of this Government to remedy and to 
equalize these burdens. (Hear, hear, and 
cheers.) If, in tho course of that investiga- 
tion, which will be going on for some timo 
yet before a thorough conclusion ia reached, 
the Government finds that protection has 
been given to serve industries which give no 
prospect at all of ever becoming firmly 
rooted in this country, it will be- 
come a question with tho Government) 
whether or not it ia not best to drop the 
protection and give simply tho reasonably 
sufficient protection which is necessary in 
order to establish reasonable industries in 
this country, and which, after established, 
will givo some assurance of permanence and 
of continued prosperity. Theso, then, are 
the present lines : To lighten tho scale of 
taxation in so far as possible, aud in doing 
that we must make up our minds to draw 
down, as far as we possibly can, in the lines 
of expenditure that are not actually nects- 
aary for the absolute services of the country 
or for improvements which it would not bo 
the part of a wise and an economical gov- 
ernment to set on foot and continue (hear, 
hear); to as far ua possible 

ADOFT A SCHEME OE PROTECTION 

to legitimate industries and do what is 
reasonably necessury to establish and pro- 
tect them ; to use the raw material of tho 
country and to ' free list,' in so far as it can 
be used, consistent with the requirements 
of the country, in order to bring about this 
lessened taxation and this lessoned scale of 
protection which lessened and equalized in 
that way may bo just as effective and more 
effective after tho change haa been made, 
than it was before. So with reference to 
the future policy of the Government. We 
propose that that should bo plainly and 
frankly understood. We ask our friends in 
the House to give strength and point to it 
by assisting us in our investigation, in 
spreading the knowledge that everybody can 
bring his case to the Government and lay his 
phuis beforo them and by their collective 
wisdom aid us in arriving at a conclusion 
which shall bo the best for the country in 
ita pre-ent circumstances, and the best for 
tho country for the few years in the future 
that are to come. Certain things have 
been very strongly pressed upon us. Cer- 
tain things have been urged with reference 
to an immediate remedy. Every person 
who undertakes the revision of a tariff, es- 
pecially of a tariff framed on a protection 
principle, will very soon find out that when- 
ever he attempts to touch one single branch 
of industry in order to relievo it, 
or help it, he immediately cornea 
against tho wires of other indus- 
tries. (Opposition, hear, hear.) There is 
no doubt of it. Wo do not for a moment 
wish to blind or put that ont of tho con- 
sideration. It is true, and it is a truth 
which makes ua desire to go slowly to make 
haste slowly and to thoroughly consider all 
industries before wo venture to talk con- 
clusions and to adopt a policy with refer- 
enco to any of theso industries. So that 
careful revision ia necessary, and many 
points which have been fair in themselves 
have been abut out this year, and wo will 
ask those peoplo to await the conclusions of 
tho succeeding summer, and in the general 
revision which is to take place to find their 
grievances, if they are just, remedied, and 
their complaints, if meritorious, met in as 
fair a way as tho Government can. There 
ure, however, two or three things of which 
I specially desire to speuk, und which I do 
not desire to go over this session.

Respecting the Assessment Roll, 

Bo it enacted by tho Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria, by tho Council thoreof, aa follows : 

1. It ia hereby declared that a distinction for 
the purpose of assessment shall bo undo be- 
tween land and Improvements situato within 
tho municipality limits of tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria.

3. Improvements situato within tho said 
llniita shall bo estimated for tho purposo of 
assessment at fifty per cont of thoir actual cash 
vntuo, as they would bo appraised In payment) 
of a just debt from a solvent dobtor. 

1. Tho Assessor shall begin to mako tho 
assessment on or boforo tho fourth Friday In 
January, and complete tho sanio on or beforo 
tho second Tuesday In May, and tho assess- 
ment shall bo made on the said second Tuesday 
in May in each year. 

5. Tho Assessment Boll shall bo returned by 
tho Assessor to tho Clerk of tho .Municipal- 
ity on or before tho third Saturday in May 
in each year. 

0. In tho construction of this by-law tho ex- 
pressions " Land" and "Improvements" shall 
havo respootively the meanings Rivon to thorn 
In Section 2 of the Municipal Act. 1802. 

7. Tho Land ami Improvement Assessment 
By-Law, 1892, and any by-law or by laws con-

A CONSISTENT REPUBLICAN. 

It is evidently tho determination in the 
United States to annex tho Hawaiian 
Islands whether the majority of thoir in- 
habitants are willing to bo annexed or not. 
There ure, however, republicans in the 
Great Republic who believe that if those 
islands are annexed tho annexation should 
bo based on republican principles, and that 
the business should be done in a republican 
way. Among these consistent republicans 
is the editor of tho San Francisco Argonaut. 
Mr. Frank M. Pixley would liko to seo the 
Hawaiian Islands annexed to tho United 
States, but as he belioves that republican 
government is by the peoplo as well ob for 
the people he would liko to hear what the 
Hawaiians have to Bay about annexation 
before the United States Government takes 
possession of the country. Ho says in the 
Argonaut of the 20th : 

But it is not clear that tho peoplo of 
Hawaii are unanimous in their desire for 
annexation. The opinion of tho fifty thou- 
sand natives on the question is not known. 
There have been no public meetings at 
which they have had their say. Nobody 
ever took the trouble to ask them whether 
they would liko to be annexed or not. The 
people who want annexation appear to bo 
the white foreigners, who number about 
three thousand all told ; and several of 
these have turned up in this city with a 
more or less otliciftl character, and profess 
decided opposition to the schemo. * * 

In all this Hawaiian business, one fact is 
plain — this great Republic cannot afford to 
do an unrepublioin thing. If we take posses- 
sion of a helpless country against its 
people's wishes, we strike a fatal blow at 
tho roots of our republican system. Our 
government is based on tho consent of tho 
governed. We cannot make tho Hawaiian 
.people an integral part of the Republic 
•.without their consent. 

But this is precisely what the President 
Ot the United States is asking tho Senato to 
sanction. He has drawn up a treaty which 
makes the Hawaiian people part and parcel 
of the " great republic " without even pro- 
tending to consult the people who aro to be 
transferred liko ao many head of horned 
cattlo or so many bales of goods. He has 
assumed, in faco of the oloarest evidence 
to the contrary, that tho Commissioners of 
tho Provisional Government represent tho 
inhabitants of tho Hawaiian Islands, and 
has bargained with them not only for tho 
territory but for the liberties of the peoplo 
who inhabit it. For it is asserted that a 
vory largo proportion of tho men who were 
the subjects of tho ex-Queen and who have 
exercised the rights and privileges of free 
men, are not fit to become citizens of the 
United States. This tho editor of the 
Argonaut himself maintains. Although ho 
would not have tho peoplo annexed without 
their consent, he Bays that " Hawaii must 
not become a State. She is not lit eveu for 
tho measure of autonomous government we 
accord to a territory. Thero must bo some 
special form of government devised for 
hor. The mas3 of semi-civilized Kanakas, 
Chineao and Japanese who make up the vast 
majority of her population aro very poor ma- 
terial out of which to make American eiti- 
y.ona." 

Why not leave them alone, then ? They 



do not want to bo annexed, even if thoy 
were admitted to tho full rights of citizen- 
ship, and they certainly would not consent 
to be admitted aa an inferior claBS socially 
and politically — a kind of modern holots 
with whom the peoplo of the United StateB, 
their masters, could do pretty much what 
they pleased. They aro not, liko tho negroes 
of tho South, already in the Union, who 
must be dealt with in some way.. Thoso ne- 
groes aro at any rato nominally citizens. 
X'ha constitution of the United States has 
been amended purposely to raise them to 
that condition. Are not tho Kanakas, man 
for man, as lit to bo citizens as are tho ne- 
groes of the Southern States. Mr. Pixley 
Bees that it is unrepublican to annex fifty 
thousand inhabitants of Hawaii without 
their consent, oven if on their being taken into 
the Union they became United States citi- 
zens ; is it not greatly moro " unrepublican " 
both to take them in ugaiust their will and 
at tho same time to deprive them of thoir 
rights and privileges as freo men 1 

A QUEER STATE OF THINGS. 

One of the beauties of tho United States 
form of Government is seen in tho contests 
that havo been going on in several State 
Legislatures for United States Senators. 
Senators arc elected by tho Legislatures and 
not directly by tho peoplo. Tho Repre- 
sentatives and Senators of tho States of 
Wyoming, Washington, Montana and North 
Dakota have had bitter fights over thcBO 
elections of Senators. Voting has been going 
on for weeks, and in only ono of tho four, 
North Dakota, has s Senutor been elected. 
The contest iu tho Wyoming Logialaturo 
was kept up until tho end of the session 
without any result being attained. So 
Wyoming will bo represented in the Senate, 
at its next session, by only ono Senator. 
In Washington and Montana tho voting is 
going on. Thero has been a lamentable 
wasto of time over these elections, and 
tho contests havo generated any amount of 
bad feeling. They have also given trading 
politicians tho opportunity thoy require for 
plotting and scheming. When the candi- 
date is rich tho temptation to sell votes is 
sometimes too great to be resisted, and it is 
boldly asserted that several Senators have 
paid for their soats with hard caBh. Wo 
have not heard that in any of the states wo 
have named, money was to bo had by Re- 
presentatives who were baso enough to sell 
their votes. Tho presumption is that thero 
baa been no money going, that nono of the 
candidates is tho fortunate possessor of a 
"bar'l." If thero was money to bo had, it 
is not likely that the conteats would ho so 
long and so bitter. 

The actual or prospective failure to 
elect a Senator has raised an important 
question which is discussed quite warmly in 
tho nowspapers. It is this : If tho Legis- 
lature fails to ele3t a Senator during tho 
session, can tho Governor of tho stato 
appoint a man to the position until tho 
Legislature meets again, or until it elects a 
Senator. Somo politicans maintain that tho 
Governor hnB that power and some declare 
that ho has not. If a Senator dies or re- 
signs, or is incapacitated from performing 
his duties in such a way as to creato a 
vacancy during the recess of tho Legislature 
the Governor can appoint a Senator ad 
interim, but it is contended that tho failure 
to elect does uot creato a vacancy. Tho 
question is a nice one, but we cannot help 
thinking that it is ono that ought not to 
have arisen. If tho muehinery of the 
American Govern nent was as perfect as it 
ought to be, Buch wobbling and blundering 
as this would be impossible. 

THE BRITISH LABORER. 

Wo hear a great deal about the pauper 
labor of Great Britain. If we were to bc- 
liovo all that a certain class of writers and 
speakers say about the workingmon and 
workingwomen of England, we would con- 
clude that, tho great majority of them are 
always on tho verge of starvation, and we 
would also believe that tho "wage-earners of 
to-day aro infinitely worso off in almost 
every respect then the wage-earners of past 
generations. But thoso who havo inquired 
into tho condition of the laboring class have 
como to a very different conclusion. 

Mr. fliffen, who is tho leading statisti- 
cian of Great Britain, in his evidence before 
tho Labor Commission brought to light somo 
fuotB which will surprise tho growlers and 
grievance mongers on both aides of the 
Atlantic. Ho has found among other things 
that tho tendency of the age is not, as many 
agitators confidently declare, to mako tho 
rich richer and tho poor poorer. Ho says 
" that tho relative wealth of the rich and 
poor has not varied during the past fifty 
years. Fifty yoars ago the aggregate in- 
come of tho working classes was two-fifths 
of tho entire income of the country. It re- 
mains at tho same proportion to-day." 

Tho total annual earnings of tho working 
classes iu Great Britain were, fifty years ago, 
£200,000,000, which gives to each adult 
male X 10, Tho aggregate earnings of Brit- 
ish work peoplo are uow about £630,000,000, 
which gives .L'SO to each adult male. These 
figures may not be mathematically ac- 
curato, but they aro sufficiently ex- 
act to afford a fair ground for 
comparison between tho two periods. 
Tho conclusion which they point to is that 
tho British worker on tho whole gots twico

as much for his labor to-day, as he did fifty 
years ago. The purchasing power of money 
is now, tukon altogother, greater than it waB 
half n. century ago. Although some few 
commodities may bo dearer, yet owing to tho 
great improvements in machinery and tho 
means of transportation many of tho neces- 
saries of lifo aro very much cheupor. Tho 
standard of comfort among mechanics in 
England is to-day much higher than over it 
was before. They enjoy to-day many com- 
forts und oven luxurioa which wero fifty 
years ago out of their reach. 

With regard to the wages of working- 
mon, Mr, Giffen found that in thirty-oight 
occupations the average yearly earnings 
wero £G4, or §320. Tho averago wages of 
railway men aro $300, of men engaged in 
tho building trade, S350, and of farm labor- 
era, §200. What will most surprise thoso 
who have been taught to look upon British 
laboring men as paupers is tho fact that 
they every year savo a very largo sum of 
money. Mr. Giffen sets down tho savings 
of tho British working classes, exclusive of 
what they contributo to friendly societies 
and building societies, at $31,000,000 an- 
nually. This is an extraordinary showing, 
for tho British workingman is not con- 
sidered tho most economical of mortals. 
Ho spends an immenso sum in beor and 
spirits, and his tobacco bill is by no inoanB 
a small ono. 



THE GO FERNMENT'S POSITION. 

Tho following is tho part of tho Toronto 
Empire's article on tho Budget Speech 
which defines the position of the Govern- 
ment with respect to tariff revision : 

Briefly, then, the position of the Govern- 
ment is this : They realize that from vari- 
ous causes — tho dopression under free 
trado in England, tho defeat of the high 
tariff party in the States, tho low prices of 
cereals in tho markets of tho world — a cor- 
tain amount of unrest, a tendency to ques- 
tion the success und expediency of every 
fiscal policy is abroad, and that Canadians 
are no moro freo from tho tendency than the 
rest of mankind. A proposal to revise the 
entire tariff of Canada has been made, by 
somo reasonable men, by some reckless men. 
To' meet tho honest doubts of honest per- 
sons, and to see what changes lapso of time 
renders necessary in the frame-work of the 
National Policy, Mr. Foster announces 
that what will practically be a committee of 
the Government, namely, Mr. Bowoll, tho 
Minister of Trade and Commerce, tho Min- 
ister of Financo himself, Mr. Wallace, tho 
Controller of Customs, and Mr. Wood, tho 
Controller of Inland Revenue, will make a 
thorough and careful investigation into the 
whole tariff question during tho parlia- 
mentary recess, and upon tho evidence thus 
gathered a comprehensive scheme of tariff 
revision can be ready for next Session, 
Meantime, to remedy what in some quarters 
have been declared to be specific grievances, 
a reduction of tho protection accorded to 
coal oil and binder twiuo will bo made iu 
the interest of the consumer. 

Tho great business interests of tho coun- 
try will certuiuly approve of this decision. 
To smash the tariff as a whole, or to hack at 
it recklessly without much regard to conse- 
quences, is essentially tho project of a dem- 
agogue, and neither agriculture nor manu- 
facturing would be served by any hasty, ill- 
considered measure such as has recently 
been proposed by liiu leaders and organa of 
the Opposition. It is not to be supposed 
for a moment that our fiscal system can 
bo altered in a week or a month, 
und the resolution to consult ovory 
interest, to weigh every conse- 
quence, to consider where a duty may 
be decreased or where it may oven bo de- 
creased, will bo generally commended us a 
wise, conservative and stutesmanliko de- 
cision. Wo imagine that in the proposed 
investigation every department, of industry 
will be heard and consulted ; that tho 
farmer will find bis suggestions as gladly 
received as those of tho manufacturer or tho 
merchant, and that no representative of any 
Canadian industry will bo treated on tho 
Cartwrightian plan of 1S77 and told to go 
to the devil.

Tho defendant 
has been in jail in Vancouver sinco October 
last, plaintiff having sworn informations 
that ho believed his debtor was about to 
leave for China so as to avoid payment. 

A PoiltlTC Manser. 

A country team very nearly camo to grief 
on Store street yesterday forenoon. The 
horses took a start near Bastion street and 
travelled at a furious pace along Wharf 
street towards Johnson. Here they were 
stopped just in time to save them from 
tumbling into tho deep ravine, over which 
a few old wooden shacks reBted on poles up 
to a couple of mouthB ago. Tho whole foot- 
path opposite where those old shanties for- 
merly stood has fallen in, as has also a good 
deal of the roadway. Half an hour after- 
wards a very temporary fence was put up, 
not sufficiently strong to resist a good 
breeze.

Victoria Canoe Club. 

Tho second general meeting of tho Vic- 
toria Cauoo club was held last night, when 
the constitution and by-laws wero adopted ; 
during the course of next week they will bo 
printed and distributed to members. The 
officers and club ilagsaro unique in their de- 
signs, the club flag being of red, white and 
blue, arranged diagonally with the letters 
V. C.C. in red. The club house, it is ex- 
pected, will be ready on or before tho 1st 
April and capable of holding CO or 70 
canoes ; it will include all the necessary 
conveniences for a well equipped boat house. 
The election of members is by ballot, to 
bo held every Saturday, and anyono desir- 
ous of joining tho club will bo furnished 
with full particulars upon application to 
the secretary at 18 Trounce avenue. 



A Counterfeit Mill. 

James McArthur is in custody on a charge 
of issuing a counterfeit §5 American bill. 
It was passed on tho bar tender of the Cos- 
mopolitan hotel, and the prisoner alleges 
that bo got it from Patrick Crowley, (not 
he of Central Park fame). The case was 
called at Police court yestorday and ad- 
journed until to-day, so as to give the police 
an opportunity of hunting up Mr. Crowley. 
The bill is an old one and so perforated as 
to illiow that the bank from which it was 
supposed to issue, had cancelled it as a 
counterfeit. McArthur is also charged 
with the larceny of a gold chain from the 
jowelry establishment of Mr. Redfern. The 
chain was subsequently sold to another 
jeweler for 65. Prisoner has been fully 
identified. The charges will bo investi- 
gated to-duy. 

The Ways ol the Transsressor, Etc. 

G. R. Mackrenbrink was placed in the 
Police court dock yesterday, charged with 
assaulting a Chinaman. This is tho man 
who is accused of breaking a bottle on the 
head of Ah Chum at the Victoria Brewery, 
inflicting serious injuries. When tho caso 
was called on Tuesday, the offender through 
his counsel asked for an adjournment until 
Thursday, which was granted. On Tuesday 
evening, however, ho packed up his goods 
and chattels and was about to leavo for tho 
land of the Stars and Stripos, when ho was 
quietly collared and u warrant for his arrest 
exhibited. The police had learned that 
an attempt to escape would havo been made, 
and prepared for the emergency. Yester- 
day Mackrenbrink was bound ovor to 
appear and answer tho charge to-morrow 
morning, but was admitted to bail in §200.

EUROPEAN NOTES. 

The Queen on the Continent-Great lirltnin at 
Chicago— Tho French Royal Houses. 

London, Feb. 22.— The Queen will go 
from Florenco to Venice for a few days on 
her return journey to England. It is pro- 
bable that her residenco in Venico will bo 
nt tho Palazzo Rezronicon on tho Grand 
Canal. Tho palace, an immense Re- 
naissance building, has recently been 
ultered and improved and tho interior 
beautifully re-decorated and newly fur- 
nished. In this palace Robert Browning 
died. Tho Queen left Osborno on Friday 
morning after a stay of nine weeks and will 
not re-visit tho Isle of Wight until the begin- 
ning of July. Sho has been in excellent 
health during her residence at Osborne. 

Lady Butler's famous picture, " The Roll 
Call," which the Queen is going to send to 
the Chicago exposition, was purchased by 
her for 2,0(10 guineas, and has hung for 
many years in tho main corridor at Osborne. 

The death of Colonel Graves of the 
Royal Engineers, who was in charge of tho 
British section at the World's Fair in Chi- 
cago, was a great loss to the British exhib- 
itors and to the Royal Commissioners whoso 
entire confidenco ho enjoyed. Sir 
Henry Trueman Wood sails for Chi- 
cago Wednesday and will himself 
take charge of tho British section. 
Mr. Gladstone was anxious that Mr. 
Courtney should bo reappointed chairman 
of the committee, but the member for Pis- 
keard informed tho prime minister that he 
would not accept the post. Mr. Courtney 
wishes to take a leading part in tho Homo 
Rule debate, and will bo ono of the most 
sovere and acute critics of the Government 
measure in tho committee, where tho real 
battle is to be fought. 

The betrothal of Prince Ferdinand of 
Bulgaria is tlie first real reproaohment be- 
tween the elder branch of the royal house 
of Franco and tho younger or Orleuns 
branch. The match heals a breach, histori- 
cal, transcontinental and sentimental, 
and one that is in its century 
year, too. Tho Princess Maiio Louise 
of Parma has a tragic family history. 
Her grandfather tho Duke of Parma, was 
assassinated. Her great grandfather, Duko 
Berri, was assassinated, and his father, 

Charles, was dethroned and exiled.

Whon the Board of Aldermen met laBt 
night thoy found thoir seats in tho old 
semi-circular style, and had somo difficulty 
in locating their desks. 

Alu. BAKER rose to a point of order. He 
asked by what authority tho seats had been 
changed. 

Tut Mayor— I don't know ; I knew 
nothing of it. 

Al.D. BAKER— I must object to being 
shoved into a corner in this fashion. 

THE MAYOR — It was decided by a voto of 
tho Council that they should not_.be placed 
as they now are. Who did it I don't know, 
but wo will havo to put up with it to-night. 
I shall see that they are put back into tho 
proper positions. 

The minutes of tho last meeting wero 
taken as read, and the reading of eommitteo 
reports was proceeded with. 

Tho Financo committee recommended tho 
payment nf bills amounting to §4,887.46 i 
also that t hey had paid S-lli.25. The report 
wan adopted. 
Thu Street eommitteo recommended that 
u petitioners for improvements on View 
street be informed that the work will bo 
done us soon as funds permit. Rev. M. C. 
Browno was informed that tho sidewalk for 
which ho asked can bo provided under tho 
provisions of tho Local Improvement Act. 
Tho opening up of Gardner road was re- 
ferred to the City Eugineer for report. 
'The report of tho oommitte was adopted. 
A letter was read from tho Union and 
Victoria gun clubs, stating that the Sports- 
men's Association of tho North West at 
their lasft annual meeting in Seattlo had de- 
cided to ciold their ISO.'! tournament in Vic- 
toria. Tho cost of tho tournament, which 
would extend over four days, would bo 
about §2,000. A donation of §300 was 
asked from tho city to help defray expenses. 

The Mayor spoke favorably of tho pro- 
ject. 

A I.I). MoKlLLIOAN moved that tho re- 
quest bo granted. So many visitors coming 
to the city would bo a great advertisement. 

Al.D. HENDERSON seconded the motion. 

Ai.D. Bragg thought thero were many 
other things v^ry desirable as well as at- 
tracting visitors to the city. Many of tho 
streets were in a most disgraceful condition. 
If this §300 wore voted to the gun club, and 
strungors camo hero to get stuck in tho 
mud, they would leave with very unfavor- 
able impressions of Victoria. 

Ald. Miller— This tournament ia not to 
be held uutil June, and in tho ordinary 
course of things there is not much mud in 
June. If tho expenditure of §300 helps to 
secure tho circulation of §10,000 or §12,000, 
I think it would bo §300 well spent. 

Tho communication was referred to tho 
Finance eommitteo for report. 

Messrs. Yates, Jay it Russell wroto on 
behalf of Mrs. Jensen, calling attention to 
a claim mado by her in respect of hor prop- 
erty on Superior streot, which was alleged 
to have been injured to tho extent of §2,500 
by reason of defectivo drainage. 

Am). HENDERSON said that tho place was 
very aptly called Lake Superior. Tho rea- 
son tho water accumulated thero was that 
there was no proper drainago. A surface 
drain ought to bo constructed as in other 
portions of tho city, and with this object in 
view ho would favor the borrowing of a 
sufficient sum of money for the purpose. 

A report from tho City Engineer on tho 
subject,, handed in in liecembor last, was 
read. It sot forth that to keep tho locality 
free from water, it being in a natural de- 
pression, it would be necessary to construct 
a drain! The work could be dono for §2,000. 
If a brick sewer wero to be constructed it 
would cost §4,300. 

Ald. MUNN moved that tho writers bo 
informed that the matter would receive tho 
attention of the city as soon as funds 
would permit. 

This courBO was adopted. 

A letter was read from the Attorney- 
General's department, calling attention to 
the claim of Dr. Watt for services rondered 
during tho smallpox troubles. 

Ald. MlLLER moved that tho letter be 
received, and the dopartnient informed that 
Dr. Watt had failed to supply tho Council 
with an amended statemont of account, as 
he had agreed. 

There was somo discussion as to whothor 
or not the communication should bo referred 
to the Board of Health. 

Aid. Miller's motion prevailed. 

Al.D. MILLER, pursuant to notico of mo- 
tion, moved that a eommitteo bo appointed 
to confer with tho Government with the 
object of securing proper grounds for the 
erection aud maintenance of a morgue. 

Ald. Belyka did not see the necessity of 
going to tho Government. He was not in 
favor of tho Government supplying the 
land and the city tho building. He thought 
it should bo left moro an open question- 
that the wholo mattor, land, building, 
maintenance, bo discussed. 

Ald. HENDERSON seconded the motion. 

Ald. MlLLER said his object was, if pos- 
sible, to get the Government to supply the 
land and tho city tho building. 

Ald. Barer supported Aid. Bolyca's 
views. The question should bo left an open 
one and tho committee get tho best terms 
from tho Government. 

Ald. Bm.y ka moved as an amendment 
that the committee bo appointed to confer 
with tho Government relative to the estab- 
lishment, and maintenance of a public 
morgue for the use of tho municipality and 
Provincial Government, 

Ald. Miller accepted the amendment, 
which was adopted. 

Ald. Bi'.LYE.v suggested that steps bo 
taken to havo the Municipal Act so 
amended as to give tho corporation power 
to expropriate lands for municipal purposes. 
Ho understood thero was somo troublo 
about lands which were sought for sowerago 
purposes. He did not think evon tho 
powers of expropriation for highways wero 
sufficient. 

The May'Oii said ho would bo happy to 
confer with Aid. Bolyea on the subject. 

On motion of Aid. MeKillicun it was 
decided to pay the civic ollicers at the Bame 
rate as last year for the current month. 

Al.D. HENDERSON moved that tho Victoria 
Telephone Co. bo called upon to immediately 
fill up the holes dug by them for their tele- 
phone poles or have the poles erected. Ho 
explained that theso holes were six or eight 
feet in depth and filled with, water. They 
wero a source of great danger. 

Ald. MoKilliuax defended tho action of 
the company. As soon as the weather per- 
mitted these poles, now lying on the streets, 
would bo erected and tho holos thuB 
filled up. 

Ald. Miller osked Aid. Bolyea in 
case of a person or a horso getting injured 
by those openings in tho streets, who would 



be responsible — the Telephone Co. or tho 
city ? 

Ald. Belyka — That is purely u matter of 
dollars und cents. (Laughter.) 

Ald. Styles and Aid. Baker supported 
the motion. It was disgraceful to permit 
such a Btato of affairs. 

Ald. Belyka also complained of tho ac- 
tion of tho company in placing their posts 
in most undesirable positions on Cadbcro 
Bay road and other places. If theso holes 
wero dangerous tho company should bs 
called upon to havo thorn put in a safe con- 
dition at once. It was highly objectionable 
to havo those poles lying on the streets and 
tho holes open. 
Tho motion carried. 

Ald. Munn, pursuant to notice of motion, 
moved "That in tho opinion of the Council 
the Board of Licensing Commissioners 
should bo mado elective, the election to take 
placo on the same date as that on which the 
election for Mayor, Aldermen and School 
Trustees is hold." In support of his motion 
ho argued that it would bo moro satisfac- 
tory to have tho licensing commissioners 
elected by tho people instead of appointed 
by tho Council, as at present. 

Ald. Brago supported tho motion, which 
was seconded by Aid. Baker. 

The Mayor said that such a system as 
that proposed did not work well where it 
it was in operation. It was found to divide 
voters into two sections — the temperanco 
peoplo and those interested in tho liquor 
trado. It was a very difficult question to 
decide— ono having a good many sides. 

Tho motion carried. 

Tho following roport was read from tho 
eommitteo to whom was referred an Order- 
iu-Council of tho Dominion Government, 
dated 13th January, 1803, with reference to 
public health and quarantine regulations : 

Tho following report was read from tho eom- 
mitteo to whom was referred an order-in- 
council of tho Dominion Qovorumont, dated 
13th January, 18!I3. with reference to public 
health and quarantine regulations: 

That it Is tho duty of tho Dominion author- 
ities to provide against tho introduction of con- 
tagious or infectious diseases from foreign 
ports int o Canada : 

That tho only quarantino station In Canada 
upon tho Pacific Coast is tho ono at Albert 
Head on Vancouver Island, which is totally un- 
fitted and lnndct.unto for tho purpose That in 
consequoueo of such inadequacy and of tho in- 
Bufliclency of tho quarantino regulations, 
smallpox was in Iho past year introduced into 
Victoria by tho Chinese landed in the Province 
from Btcnm vessels arriving from Asiatic ports, 
thereby entailing an expenditure upon tho 
City of nearly $00,000, causing loss of life and 
great loss of business and trado to the peoplo of 
tho City. 

That tho steamship Tacoma which roeently 
arrlvcd from China and Japan, brought from 
IK) to 100 Chineso aud Japanese. That five 
cases nf smallpox developed amongst thorn. 
That whon landed in Victoria. by leavo of tho 
quarautine olllcer, the City has been put to tho 
oxpensoand inconvenience of taking sixty of 
theso people to thoir BUBpoot station at Hoss 
Bav.ln order to disinfect both their persons 
and baggago before allowing them to mix with 
their peoplo in the City. 

That tho Chinese passengers on tho Flint- 
shire, a still moro recont arrival from Asia, 
have developed miiallrjox. 

That the introduction of smallpox into tho 
city has been duo to tho arrival of Chineso 
direct from A'tla, from whoso importation the 
Dominion Government collected and added to 
its revenue Inst year a sum in tho neighbor- 
hood of JSO.OCX), whilst the city, which derived 
no ruvonuo from these people, bad to bear tho 
expense of suppressing that disease. 

That if the primitive and unreliable condi- 
tion of Dominion quarantino arrangements at 
Albert Head Is allowed to continue an injury 
Will bo dono to tho city and province, which 
will not bo easily repaired. 

That in tho interests of public safoty and tho 
present and futuro prosperty of the city, tho 
Dominion Government bo urged to hasten tho 
completion -nd equipment of a modern quar- 
antino station for this province, and one from 
which tho Chinese cannot escape in order to 
avoid payment of tho head tax. 

That in thu meantime tho utmost precautions 
be taken on tho arrival of foreign vessels to 
prevent the introduct ion of contagious or in- 
fectious diseases, and thnt tho city bo reim- 
bursed somo portion of tho extra expenses in- 
curred by it in consequence of the Inadequate 
quarantino arrangements of tho Dominion, 

Your eommitteo are of opinion that tho 
Dominion Government should reimburse the 
city to tho amountof.it least Sii.Wd) for tho 
expenditure which dovolved upon tho muni- 
cipal authorities last year in suppressing a 
disease which would not havo been intro- 
duced into tho city had the Government of 
Canada fulfilled itB obligation under the British 
North Ainorica Act and Terms of Union with 
refereneo to quarantine .matters. 

Your eommitteo recommend that if this re- 
port bo approved and adopted, a copy thereof 
be forwarded to tho representatives of the city 
ln the Parliament of Canada with the request 
that should they approve they may mov-u the 
Dominion authorities to partially reimburse 
the city in the manner indicated, and to adopt 
ofllcient nieanB to prevent a recurrence of the 
introduction of similar diseases into the pro- 
vinco. 

A roport was read from Dr. Duncan, 
Medical Health Officer, as to tho smallpox 
on board tho steamship Flintshire, and 
pointing out that although the vessel had 
been quarantined for fourteen days at 
Albert Head a cuse of smallpox had broken 
out aftorwards. After, indeed, sho had 
gone down the Sound. This showed that 
present precautions wero inadequate. He 
recommended that tho Provincial and Dom- 
inion Governments bo communicated with 
as to moro stringent quarantine regulations. 

The letter was received and ordered to be 
incorporated with tho report of the special 
committee. 

A number of tho residents of the district 
protested against tho View street drain 
being allowed to remain in its present highly 
unsanitary condition. 

Ald. MoKlLLlCAN moved that the City 
Engineer bo called upon to report on tho 
subject. The residents of this district had 
been complaining [of this drain for years 
past. 

Ald. Styles seconded tho motion, which 
was supported by Aid. Bolyea. 

Ald. Baker pointed out that it was tho 
fault of the residents themselves, who did 
not connect with the sower. 

Ald. Miller favored the submission of a 
by-law to the people to raise money to con- 
struct surface drains. 

Ald. Munn moved in amendment that 
the petition lio on tho table until a general 
scheme bo adopted for surface drainage. 

Ald. Henderson also favored a general 
Bystem of surface drainage. 

The Mayor pointed out that the six 
months maintenance of sewers would expire 
in about thirty days, when the Council 
would he in as bad a position as ever, owing 
to the fact that tho number of connections 
made did not afford a practical test. 

The amendment carried und the Council 
adjourned at 11 p.m.

Becauso he failed to satisfy tho require- 
ments of Section 56 of the School Act. 

Q. Why was a "renewal" refused to John 
N. Muir in July, 1S92? A. Because he 
failed to satisfy the requirements of Section 
50 of the School Act. 

Q. Vt hy was a temporary certificate to 
teach in the South Comox school refused to 
the school trustees, when asked for by them 
in favor of John N. Muir in August, 1892 1 
A. Becauso the trustees failed to satisfy 
the requirements of Section 5;i of the School 
Act. 

public school act. 
Hon. Col. Baker moved the second 
reading of a bill to amend the School Act, 
the scope of which, he said, had already 
been foreshadowed in tho Speech from tho 
Throne. Tho bill was to give enlarged 
powers to city school boards, and the prin- 
ciple which had uctuated tho Government 
in bringing forward this measure had been 
the very grave responsibility which attached 
to tho position of city school trustees, 
and consequently the necessity which had 
arisen for tho people to take especial pains 
in selecting those who were to fill such im- 
portant positions. It must be evident, ho 
thought, that there would be veiy great 
difficulty in getting the best citizens to 
stand for such a position if there were any 
restrictive regulations as to powers, etc. 
In view of these considerations it hud been 
decided by the Government to give the 
trustees as much freedom of action as pos- 
sible consistent with public service, and he 
thought that the present bill together with 
certain amendments, of which notice had 
been given, would meet all the require- 
ments of the case. Under tho Public 
School act as it was ut present law, the 
Government paid to the four cities, of 
Vancouver, Victoria, New Westminster and 
Nanaimo, tho amount of the Provincial 
revenue tax collected in those cities, and 
also paid ono-half of the salaries of teachers. 
Under tho new bill the Board of School 
Trustees wero to have the fixing and pay- 
ment of the salaries of tho teachers. Mow, 
if this power wero to bo given to 
the Board of School Trustees and the Gov- 
ernment were still to continue to contribute 
one-half of the amount for salaries there 
would, for obvious reasons, very soon bo a 
great deal of friction between the Education 
Department and the various school boards. 
It was proposed to meet this difficulty by 
paying to the city boards the sum of $10 
per capita based on the average actual daily 
attendance of pupils in the various schools. 
It might be interesting to lion, members of 
tho House to see what difference this would 
make in the amount of pecuniary aid given 
by tho Government. The figures for 1891 - 
1892 showed that the amount paid per 
capita to Nanaimo hud been §9 27, to New 
'Westminster $9-75, to Vancouver §9 24, and 
to Victoria §8 07, so that it was (mite clear 
tho cities would derive a considerable ad- 
vantage by the proposed grant of J 10 per 
head. But there was another advantage. 
Suppose, for instance, there was a school 
teacher who had in his room an average daily 
attendance of ISO pupils. If this attend- 
ance were increased to 40 it would ho seen 
that there was at once an increase in the 
revenue of tho Hoard of $100 per annum 
without any corresponding increase in the 
expenditure. As a matter of fact, it would 
bo found that tho Government was dealing 
most liberally with tho cities, and he hoped 
this would result in increasing the efficiency 
of their schools. In regard to teachers, he 
had to say that he thought society in general 
did not recognize the great responsibility 
that attached to the duty of instructing the 
young. The position of a toioher should be 
looked upon as one of tho most honorable 
and responsible positions a man or a woman 
could uspiru to. (Hear, hear.) If lion, 
members would only think of it they would 
realize this, for to be a teacher required 
most extraordinary qualities so fat- 
as character was concerned, tact, 
tempor and firmness, combined with 
Tory great adaptability, and these i 



were qualities which were not fonnd every 
day or in every person. This showed, ho 
said, how very careful should be the selec- 
tion of theso whom ho might call tho 
architects who would havo to determine the 
future character of British Columbia. It 
would bo his endeavor, not now, but iu the 
near future, to establish a normal school 
for teachers so that the Province might havo 
an adequato supply of specially instructed 
teachers to meet tho demand for tho whole 
of British Columbia. Continuing ho was 
about to discuss tho amendments of which 
he had given notice when, 

Hon. Mr. Beaven callod him to order, 
insisting that he should confiuo his remarks 
to the bill and to it alone. 

Hon. Col. Baker said that if the lion, 
leader of the Opposition had any particular 
reason for not having the amendments dis- 
cussed, ho would, of course, havo to pass 
them over, but ho thought tho present 
was tho most suitable time iu which 
to explain them. Ho would, however, 
explain whj it was that tho amendment* of 
which ho hail given notice wero not incor- 
porate iu tho main bill. The reason for 
that was that the boards of school trustees 
having been only recently appointed, he 
thought it would bo advisable to consult 
them, and ho first wished to givo them 
time to consider and digest the proposed 
amendments. Tho annual school report 
which had already been presented to tho 
House showed that education in the Pro- 
vince was in a most satisfactory state. 
There were 149 schools in operation, total 
number of pupils 10,77;>, an increase of 
1,513. Thero had been 21 new schools 
established during the past year. The 
averago attendance was 57.8 — an average 
attendance which was not excelled in any 
other province in tho Dominion. The total ex- 
penditure for the past year had bceni517.'i,H78, 
of which $40,192 had been for new schools 
and repairs. Ho was glad to say that dur- 
ing the coming year it was estimated that it 
would not be necessary to exceed this 
amount by moro than §6,000 or $7,000, 
although there was an ever-increasing num- 
ber of pupils. He had been sorry to hear 
it grudgingly stated in some quarters that 
too much in proportion to tho total revenue 
of tho Province was being expended on 
education. Ho would point out to tho 
Houso that tho money being spent ou 
education was filtering into every home, 
every trudo and every business in this Pro- 
vince, and would como back increased a 
hundred-fold. (Hear, hear.) Grudge this 
money ! Why, education was the very 
mainspring which operated the mechanism 
of the Province, and he hoped thero might 
be no attempt made to reduce the amount, 
in what he might call a niggardly spirit. 
Continuing, he said he would havo to asked 
the indulgence of the House while he al- 
luded to a certain question which had re- 
ceived some attention in the public press — 
religions instruction iu the public schools. 
As hon. members wero aware, there had 
been some correspondence about this matter 
in the newspapers, and he wished to state — 
in fact it was due the Government, the 
House and himself that he should state that 
ho alono was responsible for what had oc- 
curred, and he had acted as he did without 
consulting his colleagues. He wished to 
assume the whole responsibility, and would 
further say that ho did not in 
the least regret what ho had done. 
It might not perhaps be known to all 
hon. members of the House that in regard 
to religious instruction the schools of British 
Columbia occupied the unenviable notoriety 
of being the only ones in the Dominion 
where none was practised. This was a fact, 
and could be proved by the different reports 
of tho various provinces. Section 52 of the 
British Columbia School Act provided that 
tho Lord's Prayer may be used ut tho com- 
mencement or termination of the day's 
school work. May be used ? Tho poten- 
tial may instead of the imperative shall, as 
though it were some doubtful question— a 
question of doubtful morality I lie had to 
confess that he for ono would like to sec 
this changed. The question of religious 
education in the public schools was 
now being discussed all over the 
civilized world, as hon. members would 
find if they chose to study the question. 
.Secularism had been tried and had been 
found wanting. Commissions had been 
established to look into the question iu New 
Zealand, Australia, France and England — 
yes, arid even in that stronghold of secular- 
ism, the United States. The people of those 
countries were now awakening to the danger 
which was lying at their very doors, and a 
strong reaction was setting in in favor of 
some sort of religious instruction in tho 
public schools. That being the case, he had 
felt himself fully justified in taking the ac- 
tion he had taken solely upon his own re- 
sponsibility. Ono of the arguments raised 
against religious instruction was the 
unfortunate fact that there wero a 
certain number of unbelievers, who 
wero known in the world us atheists, 
men and women whoso minds wero cast 
iu such an analytical mould that they had 
constituted Reason as their denominators, 
and had so magnified it at the expense of 
Faith that the resulting fraction, their per- 
ceptive faculty, was reduced to an infinites- 
imal quantity. It was difficult for be- 
lievers to understand the possibility of such 
a conclusion ; because they naturally argued 
that so soon as any human being became 
conscious that he was blessed with the gift 
of reason he must, by the very force of that 
reasoning power, become aware that ho pos- 
sessed an inventive faculty which enabled 
him to direct the forces of nature and to 
become a factor in creation ; ho realized that 
he was potent, and the very fact of his 
being potent necessitated that there must 
be some other who was Omnipotent, the 
Almighty God, tho Father of all. 
The argument that was advanced was this : 
Because we lived in a free country, because 
there were a few atheists iu the world and 
because they contribute to tho revenue of 
'he countiy a portion of which was spent in 
support 8>f educational institutions, there- 
tore these few had a right to demand thai 
there should be no religious teaching in the 
schools because forsooth they did not be- 
liovo in religion ! But was not that also an 
argument which would come with tenfold 
force in the opposite direction ? Could not 
tho Christian say that living as ho was in a 
Christian country, surrounded us ho was by 
a great majority of his fellow subjects who 
wero also Christians — had he not the 
right to demand since ho paid his taxes in 
the sumo way, had ho not a right to demand 
that his children should be taught some 
form of reverence for the Almighty ? That 
argument, he thought, came with tenfold 
force on this side of the question, but un- 
fortunate, strange, and preposterous as it 
might appear, the great objection to roli- 
gious education did not come from tho 
atheist, but from some of the members of 
tho various religious denominations them- 
selves. They said that unless their dogma 
could bo taught they would consent to 
nothing at all. These wero the men who 
most strenuously objected to religious iu- 
fltruoti'an in the schools. On the other band 
lie might say that most of the letters he had 
received in answer to his inquiry, were in 
favor of some sort of religious instruction. 
The others s lid no. They said thero were 
Sunday Schools to which tho children could 
go and where they could get all tho relig- 
ious instruction thoy required. That was 
taking a selfish ond narrow- minded view of 



the cise, but it should be borno in mind 
that there were rural districts where they 
had no Sunday Schools. However, it was 
not his intention to press tho sub- 
ject upon tho House at tho present 
timo by making any substantive 
motion, which course he believed would 
only counteract the object he had in view, 
which was harmony and not discord. All 
he could say was that he would cast the 
bread upon tho waters in tho hope that it 
would return beforo many days. He con- 
sidered it his duty respectfully to ssk the 
House, and through the House, the people 
of tho Province to think on these things, 
becauso there was a great danger lurking at 
the doors of every homo. 

Hon. Mr. BEAVEN thought the bill was a 
step in the right direction but that the am- 
ount of the proposed per capita grant was 
not sufficient. He thought it should be con- 
siderably increased, his experience having 
shown that the City of Victoria was " out 
about $25,000 on the carrying out of tho old 
law.. The municipalities acting under tho 
General Municipal Act were limited in tho 
amount of revenue they could collect and 
if more responsibilities wero piled ou the re- 
sult would be that remedial legislation 
would have to be usked for. Dealing with the 
question of religion in the public schools, hu 
argued that the lottet was not sent out by 
tho Minister of Education as a private in- 
dividual but rather iu his ministerial ca- 
pacity and without consulting his col- 
leagues. He (Mr. Beaven) would not havo 
brought this matter up but for tho conten- 
tion sot up by the lion. Minister of Educa- 
tion that ho could divest himself of his po- 
sition as a minister of the Crown. He 
would not now discuss the question of re- 
ligion in the schools, his views being so 
Well known, and moreover there was nothing 
about it in the Act. 

Mr. SEMLIN looked with favor upon the 
bill, which would give extended power to 
the school trustees. He had to say, how- 
over, with regard to the explanation of tho 
hon. Minister of Education that the ques- 
tion of religion in tho public schools was not 
by any means a new one. Twenty years 
ago, long beforo this Province had the honor 
of affording a home to tho hon. Minister, 
the question was already discussed right in 
this very room, and it was decided in the 
interests of the public schools and to pre- 
vent tho public money being frittered away 
on poor separate schools, that religion should 
not be taught at all. It was not in defer- 
ence to atheism or deism, or anything else 
of the kind that religion was not allowed to 
be taught. The proper method of teaching 
children religion and a reverence for their 
Creator was to teach them at home. 

Hon. Mr, Turner objected to the eliver- 
siou of the debate from the bill before tho 
House to a personal matter us to a certain 
circular ; but he still more objected to the 
theory set up by the hon. leader of tho 
Opposition that a cabinet minister could 
have no personal opinions. He (Mr. Turner) 
had not known anything about the inquiry 
being sent out by the hon. Minister of Edu- 
cation, but even in face of that he would say 
that he agreed with the importance of the 
questions and he hoped it would bo found 
that even yet various religious bodies would 
agreo on some form of moral instruction 
which would be agreeable to all and con- 
sistent with their views He read from 
various repoits showing that there was a 
fear that tho sectilarizvtion of education 
was having a deteriorating effect upon the 
children. Iu Ontario, he understood that 
there was a certain amount of moral in- 
struction provided for. Coming back to the 
bill, he thought it was in tho right direc- 
tion and he hoped it would meet tho ap- 
proval of the House. 

Mr. Cotton congratulated the Provin- 
cial Secretary ou the scope and tenor of the 
bill and referred to previous efforts of the 
Independents to get such a bill as the pre- 
sent. Wh'le ho took some credit to him- 
self and his colleagues for tho new bill, he 
did not wish to detract from the credit due 
the Government, for the results of the bill 
would be to place almost tho entire control 
of the schools in the hands of the Boards of 
School Trustees. He thought tho .bill 
should be amended in committee so as to 
give the School Board absolute control, 
within certain limits, of course, o{ the 
revenue and expenditure of the schools. He 
wished to discuss tho amendments of which 
notice had been given, but was called to 
order by 

Hon. Col. Baker, who said that having 
been refused an opportunity of discussing 
and explaining theso amendments himself, 
he did not think they should be debated at 
tho present time. 

Considerable discussion on I he point of 
order followed, Mr. Speaker holding that 
the discussion must, in accordance with the 
rules, be confined to the bill before the 
House.

They 
wero introduced by Messrs. Horno and 
Sword, and made a request that a certain 
Government reserve in their municipality bo 
removed. Tho delegation consisted of Reeve 
Lawson, Coun. MoLaohlau, Gibson and 
Douglas. Hon. Mr. Vernon promised to 
consider their request. 

The following gentlemen were guests of 
Hon. D. W. liiggins last evening at the 
first Speaker's dinner of tho session, viz :

A meeting of the Private Bills committee 
was held yesterday morning to consider the 
bill to make certain amendments to the 
Vancouver City charter. Mr. A. St. G. 
Humetsley, city solicitor, appeared for the 
city, backed up by Mayor Cope, City Clerk 
MoGuigan, Aid. McCraney, Anderson, 
C. S. Douglas and others. Mr. E. V. Bod- 
well appeared in support of the counter 
petition of H. O. Bell-Irving and otherB, 
The argument was continued until 1:30, 
when the committee adjourned for luncheon. 
Tho bill will be further considered at a 
meeting to be held to-day at tho usual hour. 
The clause in the amending bill to which 
the great opposition arises is that legalizing 
the bonus to the Northern Pacific railway 
to build to Vancouver. 

A deputation composed of Messrs. Sully, 
Sexsmith, Wm. Fairall, C. D. Rand and J. 
Cunningham wailed upon the Hon. Minister 
of Finance yesterday morning to urge that 
the tax on mortgages bo repealed. They 
wero introduced by Mr. Cotton. Hon. Mr. 
Turner, in reply, said that the Government 
could not at present seo its way clear to 
comply with the request, but would take 
the matter into consideration. The revenue 
last year from this source was about $48,000. 

The schedulo of costB of arbitration as 
attached to the arbitration bill is as follows: 
To each arbitrator or umpire for every meet- 
ing wdiere the cause is not proceeded with, 
but an enlargement or postponement is 
made at the request of either party, in ad- 
dition to all necessary travelling expenses, 
not less than $1.50, nor more than $5; to 
each arbitrator or umpire for every day's 
sitting-, to consist of not less than six hours, 
in addition to alt necessary travelling ex- 
penses, not less than $5, nor more than $25; 
to each arbitrator or unipiro for every sit- 
ting not extending to six hours (fractional 
parts of' hours being excluded), where 
tho arbitration is actually proceeded with, 
iu addition to all necessary travelling ex- 
penses, for each hour occupied in such pro- 
ceedings, at tho rato of not loss than $1.50, 
nor more than $5; to every clerk, secretary, 
or reporter for each hour occupied in con- 
nection with tho arbitration proceeding, in 
addition to all necessary travelling expenses, 
at the rate of not less than 50 cents, uor 
moro than $1.50.

The bill introduced in tho Legisl aturo 
yesterday by Hon. Mr. Beaven to umend 
the Municipal Act provides as foll'jws : 

No person to bo nominated 'or oflico of 
mayor, reeve, etc., unless duly qualified, and 
ho shall furnish, before 2 p.m. on tho day of 
nomination, a wriKen stato-.nent of tho land, 
etc., on which he 'qualifies. 

To amend sec. 51, so that any ono nomin- 
ated for office shall consent, in wilting, on 
nomination jdcy, no oxception being made 
for absentees. 

To enable a municipal council to buy tho 
stock Of an incorporated water works com- 
pany. 

To regulato pouuda and impose penaltiea, 
oonditiona, etc. 

To regulato the erection of buildings, etc., 
which may be considered a " daugerous 
nuiaanco." 

To givo. the Council power " for providing 
for tho health of tho municipality, and 
agaiuat tho apread of infectious or con- 
tagious diseaacs, or diseases of a malignant 
character ; for regulating, with a view of 
preventing tho spread of infectious or con- 
tagious diseases, the entry or departure of 
boats or vesaels, and tho landing of passen- 
gers and cargoes from auch boata or vessels, 
or from railroad carriages or cars, and tho 
receiving of paaaengors or eargoea on board 
of tho aamo ; for prescribing tho duties of 
health officers and scavengers, and for defin- 
ing the limits within which each scavenger 
shall perform his duties ; for regulating and 
licensing scavengers and chimney aweeps, 
and for revising and consolidating tho by- 
laws of tho municipality." 

To givo tho Council power to purciiaao 
and hold lund for hospital, quarantine sta- 
tion and other such purposes. 

To render it unnecessary to advertiso 
revised and consolidated by-laws. 

To enable money to bo borrowed for carry- 
ing out local improvement work. 

To facilitato local improvement work. 

To enable the investment of sinking fund 
money without tho consent of the Lieut. - 
Governor-iu-Couuoil. 

To enable the Council to grant licenses at 
from to §20 por day to exhibit wax 
works, circus-riding, ropo-walking, dancing, 
tumbling, or other acrobatic or gymnastic 
performance, wild animals or hippodromo, 
Bparring, boxing, aloight of hand, legerde- 
main, jugglery, or other like tricks, 
pictures, paintings, atatu'ary, works 
of art, natural or artificial curiosities, 
tableaux, wonderful animals or freaks of 
naturo, or any other exhibition kept for 
hire or profit when tho same is exhibited 
elsewhere than in a theatre, music or con- 
cert hall, or othor building or place duly 
licensed, for each day of such exhibition. 

To enable tho Council to collect a licenso 
not to exceed §50 per month from astrolog- 
ers, seers, fortune-tellers, clairvoyants, etc. 

To amend tho law re licenses by requiring 
that fourteen days before the sitting of the 
licensing court it shall bo necessary for the 
applicant for a licenso to dopoait with tho 
Clerk of the Municipal Council : "(a.) A 
petition or requisition in favor of granting 
such license, signed by the following persons 
owning land in tho block of land 
within which tho premises for which 
the licenao ia sought and busi- 
noaa will be carried on ia aituato : 
" (1.) At least two-thirds of tho lot owners 
resident in the city, and also by at least 
two-thirds of tho wives (if any) of such lot 
owners living with them: "(l>.) The 
petition shall also be signed by the follow- 
ing persona owning land in the block of 
land on tho aaine street, and opposite the 
block in which the said premises are situato : 
"('2.) At least two-thirds of the lot owners 
resident in the oity, and also by at least 
two-thirds of tho wives (if any) of such lot 
owners living with them : "(e) If the 
premises for which tho license is sought uro 
situated on a lot at the corner of two 
atreeta, then, in addition to the abo 
the petition or requisition for the 
granting of such license must bo 
signed by tho following ))er8ons owning 
land in the blocks of land opposite tho cor- 
ner lot upon which the premises are situate 
or the business will ho carried on : (.'5) At 
least two-thirds of tho lot-owners resident 
in the city, and also by at leaat two-thirds 
of tho wives (if any) of auch Iot-ownera liv- 
ing with them : {il) A declaration, under 
oath, to tho effect that the building or por 
tion of tho building in uao as a hotel or to 
to used as a hotel, has coat to erect not 
than $-25,000 cash, and that it will only be 
used for hotel purposes." 

To give the Council power to arrange for 
temporary loana. 

Chancing the Mas. 

New Yohk, Fob. 22.— Amid the booming 
of cannon and tho acclamation of thousands, 
the American flag was thia afternoon hoisted 
to tho top of tho maat of tho United States 
mail steamer New York, and tho well 
known Inman line became a thing of tho 
past, and at the Bomo timo was con- 
verted into the only transatlantic lino under 
tho United States flag. The formal 
proceedings under which the corpora- 
tion availed itself of tho American 
navigation lawa took place several days 
ago. A brief programme of exercises was 
followed, and amidst cheers and tho firing 
of cannon tho President pulled up the flag. 
Tho Now York will mako its first departure 
under tho American flag on Saturday of 
this week. The company proposes to build 
six ships in thia country, all to bo Bailed 
under tho American flag. 

Earthquake at Sacramento. 

Sachamunto, Feb. 22.— Thero was a 
alight ahook of earthquake hero last even- 
ing, hut it was so slight that many did not 
feel it. At Dixon it was felt qui to heavily 
and the people rushed from their houses. 
Tho shock was also felt at Vacaville.
